Practically every school In the coun- 
ty is now at work having opened on 
Monday of this week. The Minerva 
High Sehool is one week late in get- 
ting started because of the shortage 
of one high school teachers but other 
schools are now well under way. 

The program of teaching this year 
is somewhat revised and Agriculture 
which was a new study with last year 
will be stressed throughout the season 
and the advantage of the County 
Agents' work in the schools will be 
taken more this year than ever before. 
The work of the County Health De- 
partment will also be stressed 
throughout the entire year by visits 
of the County Health Officer and the 
County Health Nurse. 

For the first time In the history of 
Mason county schools, they now have 
an Attendance Officer who will give 
his time to seeing that the children of 
school age in, the county attend their 
district schools or High School. Prof. 
R Y. Maxey. who for several years has 
been superintendent of schools at 
Brooksvllle, Ky., has been elected to 
this position and will see that there Is 
a strict enforcement of the new state 
attendance law in Mason county. It Is 
not expected that there will be much 
trouble in the enforcement of this law 
as Mason county. In the past, has had 
little trouble along this line.

Examination By Ohio State Health 
Board Shows That West Union 
Man Died of Rabies. 

The West Union Defender says: 
The state board of health depart- 
ment at Columnus reports that the 
brain or the late Robert Windle, sent 
there for examination, furnished un- 
mistakable evidence that the man v:as 
afflicted with the rabies. 

Windle died at the county jail here 
August 25, and as his condition de- 
veloped symptoms of hydrophobia, his 
brain was removed- by Dr. J. 8. Elli- 
son and forwarded to Columbus. The 
patient had been brought to West Un- 
Ion on the preceding Monday from his 
home near Seaman, and at a hearing 
in an inquest, was adjudged to be in- 
sane. Early Tuesday morning Windle 
went into convulsions, and his condi- 
tion grew gradually worse until the 
end came about eight o'clock Wednes- 
day night. He had been bitten several 
years ago by a dog which was af- 
flicted with rabies.

SCORE KILLED 
IN EARTHQUAKES 
THROUGH ITALY 

Many hilled and Hundreds Injured In 
Yesterday's Quakes — Tower 
of Pisa Threatened. 

Rome, Sept. 8.— Scores of persona 
were killed and hundreds Injured in 
an earthquake which shook northern 
Italy yesterday, according to scattered 
reports received here today. 

Property damage was said to be 
enormous. 

Owing to Interruptions of communi- 
cation details were slow in coming In. 
First advices indicated only slight 
damage and few casualties. As com- 
munication partially was restored, 
however. It was learned two towns. 
Villa Collemandia and Fifizzano, were 
destroyed. The former, located In the 
province of Massacarrara had 2,000 * 
population. In Fifizzano 20 were 
known to be dead and scores injured. 

Fifty-seven bodies were said to have 
been recovered from ruins In Pisa 
where the famous leaning tower was 
reported to have been shaken so badly 
it was In imminent danger of falling. 

Troops and volunteer workers have 
been sent to the stricken area, carry- 
ing medical and food supplies. 

The shock, which centered in the 
province of Massacarrara, lasted 
about 20 seconds, and waB the most se- 
vere ever fejt In that 'zone. 

Serious damages and several casual- 
ties were reported from Pietro, Fos- 
ciano, Vagll, Camorglano, San Don- 
nlno. Piazzo, Alserchio, Pogglo, Cas- 
tagnola, Fosciandora, Cagigiano, Gal- 
lianara and Soliera Monte.

TO ST I'D Y ESKIMO. 

The remarkable studies carried out 
by the Danish explorer, Knud Ras- 
musBen, among the Greenland Eski- 
mos are described by W. E. Ekblaw in 
the Geographical Review. Rasmussen, 
who Is part Eskimo himself, was born ] 
and partly educated In Greenland and [ 
trained In languages end ethnology at 
the University of Copenhagen. 

It Is his ambition to make a thor- j 
Jiigh st'idy of the whole Eskimo race, 
from Eastern Gronland to Siberia, and 
ho had already visited every Eskimo 
Settlement in Greenland It is said 
tfcat he knows every Greenland Er.ki- 
n.o personally. Mr Ekblaw believes 
It safe to say that no one elee lias ever 
I'ome into such direct contact with a 
whole people as he has. 

Late hi 1(19 he returned from a visit 
to Ammacealik, on the east coast. He 
was surprised to find that that the 
East Greenland Eskimo preserve many 
Of the cuutoms of the central Eskimos, 
who still inhabit the anoMtral home of 
the race about Hudson Bay. lie found 
tiiat they nre more closely related to 
the central Eskimos than aro any of 
the other trbics of the entire Green- 
land coast, r.nd that only recently have 
they been affected by contrast with 
t:io Greenland West Coast culture.
